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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This is response to the Amendment filed on February 6, 2006. Claims 1,5,6,8-18 and 20 
are cancelled and claims 3, 7, and 19 are amended. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-4, 7 and 19 are allowed and renumbered as 1-5. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: the 
present invention relates to a data processing system for transferring of an electronic object such 
as graphical image from one device to another and providing a visual feedback for the 
transferring data. The closest prior art of Tani et al. (U.S Patent No. 5,969,697) and Pinedo et al. 
(U.S Patent No. 6,917,362) show similar systems which also providing visual feedback for the 
transferred graphical object between device, However, Tani et al. and Pinedo et al fail to teaches 
or suggests 

"at least the first or second device has an orientation sensor for control of data rate of the 
rate of the transmission in dependence of the orientation of the sensor with respect to gravity 
(claim 3); 

"at least one of the devices has an orientation sensor for sensing an orientation of the 
sensor with respect to gravity; and 

the application controls a data rate of the transferring depending on the orientation 
sensed" (claim 7) 

"wherein the first device includes an orientation sensor enabling the user to initiate 
transmission according to a particular orientation of the first device" (claim 19).
